Katanga Holds the Key to Congo Unity and Tshombe 


Moise Tshombe shares two outstand- 
ing characteristics with the Belgian fi- 
nanciers- who are at present among his 
strongest supporters. He is strongly 
bourgeois and he is ssidnately 
money-minded. ~pe ; 

He is a member of the royal family 
of the Lunda a—powerful tsihé which 
straddies Katanga and Northern Rho- 
désia—and is’ married to the paramount 
chief's daughter, by whom -he has ten 
children. His father was'a remarkabiy 
successful businessman who owned a 
chain of stores and a European hotel. 
When he ‘got into difficulties he was 
helped to his feet by the-Union Miniere, 
Katanga’s mining giant. 

After completing: his junior second- 
ary education in an American-staffed 
Methodist .school, young Tshombe 
*. joined his father’s business. Teri years 
ago, when he was thirty-three, he in 
herited a considefable estate. But he 
soon ended yp in the bankruptcy courts.

The likeliest story is that when Gen- 
eral Mobutu and President Kasavubu 
found’ they could not safely keep Lu- 
mumba under their own protection, 
they persuaded a reluctant Tshombe 
to agree to his being detained in south- 
ern Katanga, where he was not likely 
to be set free. Tshome agreed to do 
this as‘a quid pro quo for Kasavubu 
agreeing to open negotiations with him 
about a new constitution. 

All this makes some kind of sense; 
what. is harder to determine is the 
authorship of the murder, although the 
Tshombe government Mearly cannot es- 
cape the ultimate responsibility for it.

His idea was: what 
difference does it make if

By the end of 1953, Viscardi had 
crippled or handicapped workers, some 
them blind and deaf and epileptic, some 
them with a high blood pressure and a bad 
heart, many of them in a wheelchair, and 
many on crutches, 

By the end of 1959, he had 348 workers 
who were putting out manufactured pro- 
ducts worth $2,170,000. They were compet

In these last eight years, Mr. Viscardi 
“figures that his people have contributed to 
their community and the nation nearly 18 
million worth of services and money. In-
